DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
TWO. 
One of the most remarkable diflercnces 
in sentiment that can possibly exist be* 
tween individuals on the Southern ques* 
tion, is that which we find between Gen­ 
eral Grant and the leaders of the class that 
•apport him for the third term. Thero is 
nctranseness about It that perplexes a 
good many, nod the fact is apparent that 
some one is wrong, for both can not be 
right. Those who have followed General 
Grant pretty closely in his speeches from 
Galveston to Cairo, have noticed that he 
has spoken in terms of exceeding kind­ 
ness toward the South. The manner 
10 
which 
he 
was 
entertained 
by the Southern people drew from him 
royal words of encouragement and good 
Will. Be praised them for their thrift and 
Industry, and 
congratulated them that 
peace had been established and sectional* 
lam wiped out. Be assured them that (hey 
were on the highway to still further pros- 
pent?, and that the memories of the deadly 
conflict were passing away. It was very 
natural that General Grant should feel like 
delivering himself in this strain amid the 
Cheers oi the multitude, the roar of can- 
non, the vast display of flags, expresses 
of good will, grand banquets and all that. 
But the grave question is, “ who is right 
and who is wrong in regard to the condition 
of things 10 the 3 ouib ?” General Graol’s 
chief supporters in the North, differ as 
widely from him in regard to the political 
situation in the South, as do the Democrats 
aud the Republicans. On the 15th of 
April, 1880, General Banks said lo a speech 
at Worcester, that "ire can not expect that 
fealty to our institutions from tne Southern 
people, which they promised.” On the 
15th of April, 1850, General Grant said in 
ais reception speech a; Little Rock, A r­ 
kansan, that, “I saw that the feelings of the 
past were gone. 
I have noticed that 
sectionalism is passing away.” 
On the 15th of April, 
ex-Secretary 
Boutwell, said in a speech at Worcester 
“ We have four millions of black lellow- 
citizess in the South utterly deprived of 
their political and civil right;” aud, “ but 
left by us they have no hope but civil and 
political degradaton and continued tri­ 
umph of the old slave-holding aristocracy 
over their destinies and fortunes.” On the 
17th of April, General Grant 
said at 
Bloomington, “the Union flag floated over 
us every where, (to the South) and the eyes 
of the people are as familiar WUU its cold 
as yours, and look upon it as guaranteeing 
lo all the rights aud privileges of a free 
people, without regard to color, race, or 
previous condition of servitude.” 
On the 16th of April, General Log in 
said at Chicago, “Until this Government 
shall protect its citizens in their constitu­ 
tional rights, It fsils to perform thst duty 
bhat belongs to a Government to be per 
(armed toward 
its citizens.” 
But 
on 
the lith of April, General Grant said at 
Bloomington, “ We have no reason to 
ioubt thst those who wore the gray will 
fulfil all they have promised in loyalty to 
(he flag sod the Nation.” 
These are some of the differences of 
opfnion between the stalwart supporters o1 
General Grant,and General Grant him- 
self; and however sincere the latter 
may 
be 
in 
speaking 
words 
of kindness to the Southern people and in 
lending tnem hope and encouragement. 
there nevertheless exists a deplorable con * 
JI ti on of things in the South so far ss pol* 
dies is concerned. There is a determina­ 
tion on the part of the Southern political 
leaders to disfranchise all who are not 
Democrats, and this fact notwithstanding 
General Grant’s remarkable utterances, is 
a thing known to all who can read aud 
observe.

rash to Silver Creek and Bransiewler 
Creek, the scenes of the excitement. In­ 
toxicated by such dazzling reports, many 
will hasten to the “gold fields of Wiscon­ 
sin,” aud will probably be disappointed. 
There is no doubt that gold and silver ex­ 
ists in the Northern part of this State 
Evidences of these metals have been found 
before, and theso recent reports 
will 
confirm previous stories on tho subject. 
But it will cost much time and a vast 
amount of money to successfully work the 
mines. For these reasons those who go to 
Brunsweiler Creek and expect to make a 
fortune rn a single summer, or to organize 
a stock company and then sell out for a 
million, will probably have some unhappy 
experiences.

San F rancisco, April 24—The Chron­ 
icle to-morrow will publish an account, 
which it has also giveu for publication to 
the Call and Alta, to tbe folio wing effect: 
Dr ll ll Thrall, residing at 118 Geary 
street, his wife and daughter, haye made 
statements to a Chronicle reporter that on 
tho evenings of last Wednesday aud Thurs­ 
day two men, believed by them to be the 
Rev. I. S. Kalioch aud his son, visited the 
house opposite their residence in a mys­ 
terious Way. remaining there some time ; 
that last eyeniog they again went to that 
house together just before tao shooting of 
Charles De Young: Shortly after 8 o ’clock 
Dr Thrall went to a neighboring drug 
store 
and 
there 
heard 
of 
the 
murder. 
Meantime two boys 
came 
running 
to 
tbe 
opposite 
house, 
were admitted, and the 
lights in 
the 
house were extinguished. 
The house was 
soon after relighted, and so remained till a 
much later hour than usual. 
During the 
visit of the men supposed to be Kalioch 
and his son, just before the shooting, their 
motions were partly visible through a 
window, aud they seemed to be conduct­ 
ing themselves In an excited maimer; 
when, later, a Chronicle reporter, passing 
the house, saw Kalloch’s colored servant 
standing on tbe steps, and a few minutes 
later a cab came up containing City Au­ 
ditor Dunn, ex-Deputy Sheriff Clayton, 
and a young man unknown. The two lat­ 
ter entered the house, soon after came out, 
entered the cab, and drove in th e direction 
of the City Hall. 
The Chronicle people profess to believe 
theso movements, coupled with sundry 
minor circumstances, indicate tLat tbe 
killing of DeYouog Was tbe result of a 
conspiracy between Kalioch aod his son. 
This evening a Cad reporter drove to 
Mayor Kalloch's residence, and on alight­ 
ing be was confronted by half a dozen men, 
wno demanded to know his name and 
business. 
He informed them, and said : 
“ What are you doing here? Are you 
expecting Mike DeYoung to assassinate 
Kalioch?” 
“That’s just what we are looking for,” 
replied the men. 
On effecting communication with those 
in the house, tho reporter was informed 
that the Mayor was asleep and they would 
not disturb him, when he left without 
obtaining any information. To what cr cy­ 
clic this story may be entitled ie yet to be 
learned. 
To-day a couple of detectives visited the 
house opposite Dr Thrall’s residence, aud 
found that Mayor Kalloch’s colored ser­ 
vant, who said he was ill with rheumatism 
was occupying a room rn the house. He 
was questioned at length but nothing of 
importance was elicited, further than that 
Kalioch and his son had been in the habit 
ut visiting him daring his illness. 


P rob ab ility of a V eto by th e P r e s i­ 
dent on A ccou n t o f a L ittle ^P rovi­ 
so. 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 25—The President’s 
conversation with his friends leads them 
to believe that he will veto tho Little 
Deficiency bill on the ground that the 
restriction placed upon tbe selection nod 
a^e ol Deputy Marshals at the polls nulli­ 
ties tne National Election laws. 
The 
examination of tho restrictive clause .’n 
the Army bill in regard to the use of 
troops at the polls has raised the question 
whether it does not come fully within the 
objections contained in the first veto of tho 
Army bill passed at the extra session. The 
clause in the bill of last year, which the 
President signed, was as follows: 
“ That no money appropriated in this act 
Is appropriated or shall be paid for the 
subsistence, equipment, or transportation, 
or co rn pen tai iou ot 
any portion of the 
army ut the United States, to be used as a 
police torce to keep peace at the polls at 
any election held within any State.” 
The clause in tne bill just sent to the 
President is the same as the above, with 
this proviso: “Provided that nothing in 
tuts provision shall be construed to pre­ 
vent the use ot troops to protect against 
domestic violence in each ot the Slates on 
application of the Legislature thereof or ol 
the Executive when the Legislature can­ 
not 
be 
convened.” 
If

it 
will 
be 
on a 2Count of the.effect of this last proviso. 
It is argued taal it carries with it, by im ­ 
plication, the declaration that troops can­ 
not be sent on election days into a State by 
the General Government to suppress vio­ 
lence to protect its property, or execute 
the laws ut the United States, unless the 
Governor or the Legislature makes a re­ 
quest tor them. Tnis view would cause 
me President’s veto of last year to apply 
with full force to the political rider of this 
session, taken as a whole. If it bad been

reported

House. 
that is, as it was passed and signed last 
year, and there would be no doubts of its 
being approved now; but the addition of 
the proviso quoted above is held by many 
to entirely change the scope of the clause, 
and to so change it as to mako It impossi­ 
ble for the President to sign the bill. Until 
the full extent of this proviso came to be 
examined there was a general belief that 
the Army bill would bo signed as a matter 
of course. It is now at least very doubt 
tut.
